The third power of darkneſle appeared in 
the iofirmitie of Saint Peter, who after ſo 
many proteſtations of fidelity, for fear of 
death, renounced che Authouroflife.

thiag of thoſe things,which they had reſolved 
in their counſels, but all ſpake agatuſt char 
conſciences. As ſoon as they are heard, they 
are condemned, juſtice forſaketh them, they 
are wholly poſſeſt with rage. Pilate before he 
ve judgement upon Teſus, pronounced it 
againlt himſelfe: for after he had ſo many: : 
times declared him innocent, he could not 
give judgement without protelling himſelf to 
be unjait. The filence of Feſus is more admi» > 
red by this Lafidell, then the 3 of all 
the world; and truth without ſpeaki 
word triumpheth over falſhood, A Pagan 
Lady ( the wife of Pilate ) is more knowing: 
then all the Laws : more religious then the 
Prieſts, mote zealous then the Apoſtles, more 
couragious then the men of Arms: when the | 
eepeth, leſus is in her fleep: when ſhe talketh 
Ieſus is upon her tongue; if ſhe write, leſus- 
under her pen: het letter defended him at 
the jadgement Hull. when all the world con- 
demned him ſhe calleth him holy hen then 
uſed him like a theif : She maketh her hu 
band wal his hands before ha tonthed chat 
diqud, he high price o hich rang 
s. | 0 
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"She vvas a Roman Lady by Nation, called 
Claudia Precula, and it vvas very fit ſhe 
ſhould defend this ſeſus, who was te plant 
che ſcat of his Church in Rome, All this while 
eſus doth good. amongſt ſo many evils : He 
bad cauſed a place to n newly for the 
| burial of Pilgrims at the price of his bloud? 
he teconciles Herod and Pilate, by the loſs of 
his life. He ſets Parrabas at liberty , by the 
loſs of bis honour : he ſpeaks not one word 
to bim that had killed Saint Ion the Baptiſt, 
bo vas the voice. And the other to reyenge 
himſelf ( vvithout thinking what he did ) 
thewed him as a king. He appears before Pi- 
Jateas ti e king of dolours, that he might be- 
come for us the king of .glotics;But what a 
barcour is it to conſider that in this judge - 
men, he was uſed |. ke a ſlave, like a ſorcerer, 
like an accutſed ſactifice? Slavery made him 
ſubject to be whipped , the crown of thorns 
was given onely to Enchanters & that made 
him appear as a Sorcerer ; And ſo many cur- 
tes pronounced againſt him, made him as the 
' diſmiſfive Goat mentioned in Levitas, 
which vvas a miſcrable beaſt , upon which 
they caſt all their execrations » before they 
ſent it to dic in thedeſart. He that bindeth the 
ſhovvers in ele uds to make them vvatet the 
_ earth, is bound and dravvn like a criminall 
perſon: He that bolds the yaſt ſeas in his 
Ait, and ballanceth heaycn wich bis yn

ſtracken by ſervile hands. He that enamels 
the boſome of the earth with a rare & plea» 
ſing diverfitie of flowers, is moſt ignomini- 
ouſly crowned with a crown of thorns.

with a ſorrowfull da: kueſſe. Behold what a 
| Gathand of flowers he hath taken upon his 

| head to expiate the fins of both Sexes, It 

was madeof briers and thorns , which the 
earth of our fleſh had ſowed for us, & which 
the virtue of his Ctoſſe took away.

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in it. We love it when it ſmileth upon ps» 
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which was loſt, and where he makes the Sun 
to be eclipled over his head, and ſtones to be 
cloven under his feet ; to teach us by inſen- 
ible creatures, the feeling which we ſhould 
have of his ſufferiogs; 

This is the ſchool where Ieſus teacheth that 
great Leflon,which is the way to do well: & 
we cannot better learn it then by his exam- 
Fl-s » ſince he was pleaſed to make himſelf 
pallible & motal, to overcome our paſſions, 
and to be the Author of our immortality. 

The qualities of a good death may be te · 
duced to three points: of which the firſt is 
to have a right conformity to the will of 
God, for the manner, the hour and circum- 
ſtances of our death. | 

The ſecond is to forſake as well the affe- 
ctions, as the preſence of all creatures of this 
baſe world. 

The third is to unite our ſelves to God 
by the practiſe of great virtues, which will 
ſerve as ſteps to glory. n 

Now theſe three conditions are to be ſeen 
in the death of the Prince of Glory upon 
mount Calyry ; which we will take as the 
pureſt Idea*s, whereby to regulate our paſ* 
ſage out of this world. 8 
1. OC Onſider in the firſt place, that every 
man living hath a natural] iuclination 
do liſe, becauſe it hath ſome kind of divrinity 
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as if it were our Paradiſe ; and if it be trou- 


bleſom, yet we ſtriye to tetaia it, though it be 


accompanied with very great miſeries, And if 


ve muſt needs -forſake this miſerable body, 


we then deſire to leave it by ſome gentle and 
eaſie death. This makethus plainly ſee the ge- 
neroſity of out Saviour, who being Maſter of 


life and dtath, and having it in his power to 


chuſe that manner of death which would be 
leaſt hideous , (being of it ſelf full enough 
of horrour) yet nerertheleſſe, to conform 


himſelf to the will of his heavenly Father, & 


to confound our delicacies : he would needs 


leave his life by the moſt dolorous and igno- 


minious which was to be found amonglt all 
tlie deaths of the whole world. The Croſſe 
amongſt the Gentiles was a puniſhment for 
ſlaves, and the moſt deſperate perſons of the 
whole world, The Croſſe amongſt the He- 
brews was accurſed : It was the ordinary 
carſe which the moſt uncapableand moſt ma. 
licious mouths did pronounce agataſt their 
greateſt enemies, Tne death of a crucified 
man, was the moſt continuall, languiſhin 

and tearing: of a ſoul ſtom the body, wit 


| "moſt exceſſite violence and agopy. And 


yet the eternall wiſdome choſe this kind 
of puniſhment, and drank all the ſortows of 
a. cup ſo bitter. He ſhould have died upon 


ſome Trophee, and breathed out his laſt a» 
mont flowers, & left his ſoul in a momene: |

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and i he muſt needs have felt death, to have 
had the leaſt ſenſe of it that might be. But 
he would try the 1igour of all greateſt ſuffer- 
ings:he would fall to the very bottom of diſ- 
honour : and (having ever ſpared from him- 
felfall the pleatuies of this | fe) to make his 
death compleat, hewouldſpare none of thoſe 
infinite dolours, The devout Simon of Caſſia 
as keth ot Saviout, going toward nountCals 
vary, ſaying, O Lord , whether go you wich 
the extteam weight of this dry and barten 
piece of wood? Waethet do you carry it, and 
why? Where do you mean to ſet it? Upon 
mount Cavalry? That place is moſt wild 
aud tony; Hoyy vvill you plant itz Wha 
ſhall water it? Ieſus anſwers, I bear upon 
my ſhoulders a piece of wood, which muſt 
conquer him, who muſt make @ far greater 
conqueſt by the ſame piece of wood: I carry 
it to mount Calyary,to plant it by my death. 
and vvater it with my bloud. This wood 
which I bear, muſt bear me, to bear the ſal» 
vation of all the world, and to draw all after 
me. And then (O ſaithfull ſoul ) wilt not 
thou ſuffer ſome confuſion, at thine own de- 
licacies 3 to be (o fearfull of death by an or- 
dinary diſeaſe, in a Down bed, amongſt ſuck 
— ſervices ſuch favourable helps, cd · 
ſolations & kindneſſes of friends ſo ſenſible 
of thy condition $ We bemoan and complain 
our ſelves of heat, cold, diſtaſte, of quiet,

Now do but conſider his abandoning the 
principal of thofe things how bitter it was. 
Firſt, the abandoning of neareſt and moſt 
fairhfall fl iends, is able to aſflict any heart; 
Behold bim fotſaken by all his fo well be- 
lored diſciples, of whom he had made choice 
(amongſt all mortal men) to be the depoſita- 
ries of his doctrine, of his life, of his bloud. 
If Iudas be at the myſterie of his paſſion, it 
is to betray him. If Saint Tetey be there aſ- 
liſting ,it is to deny him: If his forrewfull 
mother ſtand at the foot of the croſs, i is to 
encreaſe the grief of her Son; and after he 
had been ſo ill handled by bis crucl executio- 
ners, to crucife him again by the hands 
Love. The coutagious Mother to tri 
over her ſelfby a maghanimous conſtancie, 
was preſent at rhe execution of her dearSon. 
She fixed her eyes upon all his wounds, to 
engrave them deep in her heatt. She | 
her ſoul wide to receive that ſharp piercing 
ſword with which ſhe was threatned by that 
yenerable old Simeon at her purification : 
And Ieſus who ſaw her ſo afflicted forhis - 
ſake felt himſelf doub'y crucified , upon the 
wood of the Croſs, and the heart of his deat 
Mother, We know it by experience that 
when we love one tenderly , his Mi 
& diſpraces' will trouble us mote then our 
own, becauſe he living in us by un affectio- 


anc 
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and election. Ieius lived and repoſed in the 
heart of his bleſſed Mother, as upon a throne 
of love, and as within a Paradiſe of his moſt 
holy delights. Tais heart was before as a bed 
covered wich flowers: But this ſame heart (on 
the day of his paſſion) became like a ſcaftold 
h anged with mourning, whereupon our Sa- 
viour entred , to be tormented and crucified 
upon theCrofle of love, which was the Croſſe 
ol his Mother. This admitable Merchant, 
who deſcended from heave to acompliſh the 
bu ſineſſe of all ages; (who took upon him 
our miſeries to give us ſelicities) was plunged 
+ . within a ſea of bloud ; and this ſo precious 
{hipwrak;there remained one 0.e'y ineſtima- 
ble pearl (which was his divine mother) and 
= e abandons her, and gives her into the 
ds of his Diſciple. Aſter he had forſa- 
ken thoſe neareſt to him, ſee what he does 
with his body; Ieſus did ſo abandon it (a lit- 
tle before his death) that not being content 
onely to deliver it as a prey to ſortow, but he 
ſuffered to be expoſed naked to the view of 
the world. And amongſt his ſharpeſt dolours 
aſter he had been refuſed the drink which 


gave to malefactours to ſtrengthen them 

io their torments ) he took for himſelf vi- 
' negar and. gall. O what a ſpectacle was 
it to ſee a body torn ja pieces which reſted 
it felfupon its own wounds, which was dy-

cauſe that life diſtilled by drops? What Mar- 
tyt did evet endure in a body ſo ſenſible and 
delicate, having an imagination ſo lively, & 
in ſuch piercing dolours mixt with ſo few 
comforts ? And what Martyr did ſuffer for 
all the ſins of the yyhole vyo:1d as he did, 
oportioning his torments according to the 
ruits which vvete to proceed from his croſs} 
Perhaps, O faithfull ſoul, thou lookeſt for a 
mans body in thy Ieſus, but thou findeſt no- 
thing but the appearance of one,cruſted oyer 
with gore bloud : Thou ſcekeſt for limbs, & 
Zudel nothing but yyounds : Thou lookeſt 
ſor a leſus which appeared glorious upon 
mountThabor,as upon aThrone of Majeſty, 
with all the enſigus of bis glory , and thou 
findcſt only a skin all bloudy faſtned to a 
crofle betyyen tvyo thieves. And if the con- 
ſideration of this cannot bring drops of 
bloud from thy heart, it muſt be more inſen 
a oY * 
3. To conclude, oblerye the third quality 
of a good death which will eel KIA 
by the exerciſe of great and heroick virtues; 
Conſider that incomparable - mildneſſe 
which bath aſtoniſhed ht ages, hath encoꝝ- 
raged all virtues, hath condemned all reven · 
ges, hath inſtructed all Schools and crowned 
all good actions: He was raiſed upon the 
ctolle, Vyhen his dolours were moſt ſh 
and piercing: when his wounds did open 
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on all ſides, hen bis preci 
on the earth, aud n. oilleued it iu great abau- 
| daace; when he ſaw his poor doth:s toru in 
peices, and yet bloudy in the hands of thoſe 
who crusiſᷣed him. Heconſideredthe extteme 
| malice of that cruell people, how thoſe which 
could not wound him with iron, pierced him 
with the points of cheic accurſed rongyes. Hz 
could quickly hazeuade ſite com dawn from 
| heaven upon thoſe rebellious heads. And 
yet forgetting all his pains to remember his 


miei, to gegatiate their reconcthation,befare 
his ſoul departed, The learned Cardinall Hu- 
guer admiring the exceſſire charity of our 
Saviour toward his enemies, applies excel» 
lent well that which is ſpoken of the Sunne 
in Eccleſiaſticus. He brings news to all the 
world at his riſing , and at noon - day he 


burns the earth, and heats thoſe furnaces

I 
cannot tell whether in this action we ſhould 
more adinire the good fortune of the good 
theiſ, or the greatneſſe of Jeſus. The happi - 
neſſe of the good theif, who is drawn 
for a cut throat to priſon ; from priſon to the 
judgement hall 3 from __ to the Croſle ; 
and thence goes to Paradiſe, without needing 
any Other — the heart of Jeſus. 

Oa the other ſide, what can be more achni- 
table then to ſee a man crucihed, to do that 
act, which muſt be performed by the living 
Goch when the world ſhall end? To ſave ſame 
to make others reprobate, and to judge from 
the height of his Crofle, as ii he ſate upon 
the cheĩſeſt throne of all Monarchs. 

But we muſt needs afficm that the virtue of 
patience in this, holds a chief place, and 
teaches very admirable leſſons. He endures 
the torments of the body, and the pains of 

the ſpirit , in all the faculties of his ſoubia 
all the parts of his virgin fleſh ; and by the 
cruelty and multiplicity of his wounds, they 
all become one onely wound, from the ſole 
of his footy to the top of his head; | 
His delicate body ſuffers moſt innocently, 
and all, by moſt ingrate and hypociticall per- 
Ions, who would colour their yengeance with 
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an apparence of holinefſe. He ſuffers with- 
out any comfort at all, and (wbich is more) 
without bemoaning himſelf;he ſuffers what- 
ſoe ver _ would or could lay upon him,to 
the very laſt gaſp of his life. Heaven weares 
mourning upon the Croſs ; all the Citizens 
of heaven weep over historments; the earth 
uakes ; the ſtones tend themſelyes; ſepul- 
res open; the dead ariſe: Onely ſeſus dies 
unmoveable upon this throne of patience. 
To conclude, who would not be aRoniſh- 
ed at the tranquillity of his ſpirit, & amongſt 
thoſe great convulſions of the world which 
moved round about the Croſs,amongft ſuc' 
e dolours, inſolent cries, & inſupport- 
able blaſphemics, how he remained upon the 
Croſſe, as in a Sanctuary at the foot of an 
Altar; bleeding,weeping, & praying, to min- 
gle his prayers with his bloud and tears. I do 
now underſtand why the Wiſe man ſaid, He 
lanted Mles within the Abvſle ; ſince that, 
in ſo great a gulph of afflitions , he ſhewed 
ſuch a ſerenity of ſpirit;thereby making a Pa- 
radiſe for his Father(amongſt ſo great pains) 
by the ſweet perfume of his virtues. After 
he bad prayed for his enemies , given a pro: 
miſe of Paradiſe to the good thief, re- 


commended his mother to his Diſciple , he

2. Jeſus is taken by his Apoſtles for a 
Spirit, becauſe after the Reſurtection he pier- 
ced the vvalls, and appeared ſuddenly as Spi- 
kits do. Saint Paul alſo ſaith, in the ſecond to 
the Corinthians”, that novy we do ne more 
know Chriſt according to the fleſh, that is to 
ſay , by the paſſion; of a mortall body, as 
Saiat 1 doth expound it. We muſt 
make little uſe of out bodies to convetſe with 
our Jeſus, who hath taken upon him the rare 
qualities of a ſpirir. We muſt raiſe our ſelyes 
above our ſenſes when we go to the Father 
of light, and the Creatont of fene. He teaches. 
us the life of Spirits, and commerce of An- 
gels, and makes aſfayes of our immortality ©, 
b a body now immortal.

So Ieſus the 
trueSonofD:vid(byhis condſcending to us) 
hath conſecrated a certain degree, whereby:
